About twenty people made the fif- 
ty-mile trip from Hartford to the 
birthplace of Sophia Fowler Gallau- 
det, the wife of Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet, near Guilford, Conn., on 
Friday, July 6th, to attend and par- 
ticipate In the unveiling of the me- 
morial tablet, erected by the deaf 
women of the United States. Mrs. 
Arthur D. Bryant, who started the 
movement and attended to much of 
the work in connection with the 
making and placing of the tablet, 
came from Indian Neck, Conn., with 
her daughter Beatrice, and others, 
to attend the ceremony. 

The tablet, which is of bronze, 
bears a has relief bust of Sophia 
Fowler Gallaudet, with descriptive 
lettering, and is mounted on a gra- 
nite boulder, about four feet high, 
set by the roadside on the old Fow- 
ler homestead. The tablet was de- 
signed and executed by Mr. Elmer 
lannan, the deaf sculptor, and 
is a creditable piece of work. The 
old house, in which Sophia Fowler 
was born and raised, and which was 
also the home of the late Wallace G. 
Fowler, formerly steward of the Col- 
umbia Institution for the Deaf, is 
still standing, aud is in a good state 
of preservation, practically as it was 
in Sophia's lifetime. Across the 
road, is the little country school 
house, where the Fowler children 
ied their letters. It was of the 
traditional red color up to this sum- 
mer, when the present aesthetic teu- 
dencyj caused It to be painted white, 
and also brought about the substitu- 
tion of modern desks for the old bat- 
tered ones, at which the children of 
several generations of the Fowlers 
sat.

He had every advantage on his 
side, for he came of an intellectual 
and noble family, and, in addition, 
had enough physical zest to be the 
best deaf trains- 1 and shooter 

of birds on the wing I have ever 
seen. He was a champion at bil- 
liards in his own town. In fact, 
wherever he was — at school, on the 
shooting campus, or in congress — he 
forged to the front. And one fine 
trait that he had was never to turn 
away an ex-pupil of his from the 
door, no matter how unfortunate 
the boy was. 

No wonder, being Cheva- 

lier of the Legion of Honor (this is 
a recognition of his ability, not by 
the deaf, but by the French govern- 
ment), he filled posts of honor 
among the deaf, for, an emotional 
people, our French brothers are by 
far more candid in their approval of 
merit than are the Americans, who 
are a conglomeration of all kinds of 
national peculiarities. I really believe 
that the French deaf, as a class, 
have more Inborn cleverness. What- 
ever advantage there is on the side 
of the Americans is largely on ac- 
count of material comfort. 

He was, perhaps, the only person 
in the world who knew when a lan- 
guage attempts to follow the order 
of another language, that language 
ceases to be a language at all, for 
which reason he treated the lan- 
guage of gestures strictly as a ve- 
r the expression of emotion 
1 pantomime (be rarely used 
the et), and did so won- 

fully, as some of us Americans 
recollect. He was famous for pauses, 
sudden up-slarts and spread-eagle 
invocations, which we could not call 



was a guest at his table many times 
when I was a young man in Paris. 
He was fifteen years my senior. At 
one time, when fortune was kindly 
to me, I invested in a leg of venison 
and asked Madame Dusuzeau to cook 
it. She spent a whole week on it, 
subjecting it to wonderful, spicy, and 
undoubtedly secret concoctions, so 
that the teeth sank as softly into the 
morsel as they would into a baby's 
flesh. I was bidden to dinner on the 
following Sunday in honor of the oc- 
casion. As was customary when the 
days were hot, the table was spread 
in the garden, the sitting beginning 
just before twilight came in on the 
trailing robe of night. We pledged 
often, we never disagreed, we ap- 
proved of everything worth approv- 
ing, and, again, we fiercely attacked 
everything deserving obloquy, the 
poor frayed scarecrow of oralism be- 
ing especially the object of, his un- 
governable fury. Of those happy 
days there is now only a memory, as 
of the wafting of a flower's fra- 
grance, of the passing of far-off and 
sweet music, or of the vanishing of 
a pleasant dream before it is half 
seen. 

He often wrote : "Are you com- 
ing back?" I answered " Yes, as 
soon as — ' ' ; and those words as soon 
as lost their purposefulness in the 
on-rushing of the years, and circum- 
stances, events and times no longer 
find me a Van - Dyke - bearded, 
Frenchified and hopeful young man. 
Finally I read that my friend, Er- 
nest Dusuzeau is dead. 

Vale, my kind host and brave 
companion in a hundred undertak- 
ings for the good of the deaf bro- 
therhood ! In consigning his re- 
mains to the soil, bleeding France 
takes to her bosom as public-spirited 
a son as ever went out to battle and 
die for her glory !

Kvery one was delighted with the 
urbanity and genial personality of 
our Freuch guests. During most of 
the proceedings, Edmond Pllet, of 
Rouen, president-secretary of the 
Fraternal Association of the Deaf, 
and secretary of the National Union 
of Deaf Societies, maintained a 
rather dignified demeanor compared 
with his more vivacious and en- 
thusiastic fellow delegates. When 
it came his turn to speak, the 
delegates were surprised by the ease 
with which they could follow his 
signs, and by his evident grasp of 
the proceedings. He had a good 
knowledge of English, and had little 
difficulty in making himself under- 
stood in conversation. 

A story was going the rounds that 
the Frenchmen had been fed on 
some blue poison at the banquet. 
The blue poison was poisson bleu, 
French for blue fish. It reminded 
Albert Ballin of the Paradise des 
Poissoneres in Paris, the fishermen's 
heaven. 

When the cigars were passed after 
the banquet, It was noticed that our 
Freuch guests handled them rather 
gingerly. There was a reason, as 
the brand read " German Lovers." 
Speaking of Germans, the French 
sign Is a finger pointing upward 
from the forehead like a cockade.
